| THE TRAIN DITCHERS. 


One was Afraid and the Other Dares'nt 
—*Its too big Lets go.”— Who 
Got Scared First. 


At the examination of the train 
ditchers in Auburn, John Mason, one 
of the yang, made a voluntary confe:- 
sion. Following is lis story: 

On Tuesday I came down from Da- 
mascus about 10 o’cluck. I came down 
to the cabin about two rp. m., and when 
I got there met Stenegai. He bad a 
gun on Lis shoulder and one in a sack. 
He told me that he and Shinn had 
tools hid in the bushes. We had pro- 
visions brought to the cabin, enough 
to last three or four days. The tools 


Aurora blacksmith shop, about a mile 
and a quarter from Iowa Hill. There 
were two picks, two shovels, axes, a 
wrench, hatchet, sledge, two pairs of 
gum boots, about seven or cight 
pounds of nails, aud ulso some giant 
powder aud caps. [ did not see Rog- 
ers till the night of the wreck.

When the train came in sight I got 
down the embankment. When the 
train arrived, we had it arranged who 
was to go to the different places. 
Stenegal was to go to the first en- 
gine. Rugers to the second, Frazier, 
Shinn and myself wereto goto the ex- 
press car and keepthe passengers from 
coming out, As soon as we got to the 
car we found it was a fruit car instead 
of an express or baggage car. I 
turned to where Frazier and Shinn 
were standing, about opposite the 
maii car. They were standing there 
both together doing nothing. I asked 
them what they were doing, and if 
they were going to do anything, why 
didn’t they doit. Just at that time I 


‘| heard Stenegal speak to the fireman 


I turned around and saw the mail 
messenger leaning out of the window. 
I told him to get in and he did so. 
Just then Stenegal come down, and I 
asked him where Rogers was. He 
said he hadn’t seen him. Frazier 
then made the remark that ‘‘it’s too 
big. Let's go.” We then started and 
ran into the bushes. We Loth feil 
down. After we got into the bushes 
we stopped, and Frazier wanted to 
know what we would do now. He 
made the remark that he had done 
enovgh now, and we had better go 
home. I hallooed tor Rogers, I called 
him Dick, that was the name he was 
to go by, and we got nov auswer. Sten- 
egal, Shinu and myself then started up 
an old road that was there, and went 
around’and came to the railroad above 
the cut. We left all our tools there. 


} We were all masked when the train 
jarrived. Frazier and Rogers had their 


faces blackened. After we got up on 
the railroad track we met Rogers. 
When we met there was some little 
dispute as to 

WHO GOT SCARED FIRST. 


And as to who got scared and who 
didn’t. The piece of paper that was 
found on the ground was written by 
Stenegal and dictated by myself. It 
was left there to mislead the officers. 


+ We all went back to the cabin on the 


river, except Rogers. I didn’t sce 
him again until Thursday morning 
obout 8 or 9 o'clock. Rogers stayed 
there that day and went away after 
sundown. The figures 349” that 
were put on the paper have no signifi- 
cance atal]. Wecut the handles off 
two shoveis and two picks we had at 
the cabin, and burned the handles 
and threw the rest into the river. 
The fuse we threw back of the house 
into the brush. We sold the remain- 
ing grub to Chinamen. Rogers came 
down to see us again on Saturday 
morning. IIe said he had hid his 
gun between the floor and ceiling of 
his room.
